THE HOOD BOND. 


Investigation by the Board 
of Supervisors. 


ALL THE FACTS BROUGHT OUT 


Number of Witnesses Examined— 
The County {Will Institute Pro- 
ceedings to Recover—The 
Document Missing. 


Yesterday Tue Times took occasion to 
editorially state that the notorious buoco 
case bid fair tojoin the great number of 
cases in which justice had miscarried in 
this county. 

This paper wenton to further add that 
William Hood had been released on a $2000 
bond with C. F. Weberand Frank E. Rose 
as sureties, having been arrested upon a 
charge of defrauding John B. Haskins out 
of the sum of $130 by a bunco game. 

On June 4, 1889, Hood was surrendered 
at the County Jail by his original bondsmen 
and was againreleased atonceona straw 
bond which was appreved by Superior 
Judge Clark under false pretenses and rep- 
resentations. 

All Toe Times did yesterday was to 
state a few facts in connection with the 
matter and to further remark that the 
county had only until December 8 to per- 
tect an appeal in the case. | 

The articie caused a great deal of com- 
ment yesterday, both upon the streets and 
in offices. One of the results was that the 
District Attorney, F. P. Kelly, addressed 
the following communication to the Board 
of Supervisors: 

MR. KELLY WANTS AN INVESTIGATION. 
Los ANGELES, Dec. 5, 1890. 

To the Honorable Board of Supervisors 
—GENTLEMEN: Attached hereto 1 send you 
a copy of an editorial taken from the LOS 


ANGELES Times of date of December 5, 
1890, in which editorial statements are 


made intimating that the District Attorney 
has not done his duty by the county in a civil 
case entitied, County of Los Angeles v5. 
Weer and Rose, on the bond of one J 
Hood, and that unless the District Attorney 
moves by the 8th of December, 1890, all op- 
portunity to appeal the case wili be lost. 
Atter trial and hearing of the case in the 
Superior Court before Judge Wade, we 
deemed it imprudentin going to uoneces- 
sary expense to appeal from the decision of 
the said Superior Court to the Supreme 
Court of this State. 

demand ‘an immediate investigation of 
the whole facts connected with it, and ask 
that you subpoena B. M. Marble, Deputy 
District Attorney; S. M. White, Esq.; W. 
H, Clark, Judge of Department ‘Two; W. 
P. Wade, Judge of Department Three; H. 
G. Otis, editor of ‘Tue Times, and Jesse 
Hardesty, Deputy District Attorney, and 
that the whole matter be investigated by 
you, and if after such investigation, you 
deem it proper that the case be appealed, we 
will immediately perfect the appeal.

As per Mr. Ke'ly’s request Col. H. G. 
Otis, editor of Tur Times; B. M. Marble, 
Deputy District Attorney; Jesse Hardesty 
and Judge Charles Silent were summoned 
to appear before the board at 2 p.m. to re- 
late all the facts in regard to the matter that 
they were acquainted with. 

THE INVESTIGATION COMMENCES. 

At 2 o’clock Col. Otis and some of the 
other parties requested to appear were on 
hand. Chairman Perry called the board to 
order and stated that at the request of the 
District Attorney an investigation was 
about to be made in relation to the Hood 
straw bond. 

Col. Otis was thereupon sworn, and gave 
a statement as to how, why and under what 
circumstances the editorial was printed in 
Tux Times of yesterday. 
stated that the legal opinion he gave in the 
editorial was upon the authority of Jesse 


notorious. He further added that he had 
no object or motive in printing the editorial 
except to forward public justice. 

MR. HARDESTY MAKES A STATEMENT. 

Jesse Hardesty, Deputy District At- 
torney, was then sworn. Mr. Kelly asked 
that he go ahead and relate what he knew 
about the case. Mr. Hardesty said that he 
was not there to make any statement, but 
that he was prepared to answer any ques- 
tions that might be asked him. Mr. tar- 
desiy, in answer to questions, in sub- 
stance sald: 

“In my opinion this county can recover 
on the Rose-Weber bond given for Hood’s 
appearance in the Superior Court. In the 
Superior Court, shortly after Hood’s disap- 
pearance, Rose was tried on the informa- 
tion in which Hood was charged with him 
with having cheated and defrauded John 
B. Haskins out of $130 at a fraudulent 
game called “bunco.” ‘The verdict re- 
turned by the jury was in substance as fol- 
ows: 


haviog fraudulently obtained from John B. 
Haskins the sum of $130 in a game called 


unco, 

**As the law provides in section 332 of the 
Penal Code, that the punishment for the 
crime of fraudulently winning at play any 
eg or property shall be the same as for 
the like amount of money or property ob- 
tained by larceny, the amount obtained 
by Hood and Kose having been $130 it was 
therefore a felony. for the reason that it is 
provided in the Penal Code of this State, 
that the larceny of money or property of the 
value of over $50 is grand larceny and there- 
fore a felony. 

“I never saw the civil complaint, nor) did 
I know that one was filed in the case of the 
People vs. Weber and Rose until at least 
eight months after the case was tried and 
judgment given against the plaintiffs. I 
then only ascertained that the case was 
tried when | asked Mr. Kelly it he did not 
intend to have an action commenced upon 
Hood’s ferfeited bond. To my surprise he 
informed me that suit had been brought and 
that it resuitedina judgment against the 


county. 
“Within a faw days after Judge Cheney 
had forfeited Hood’s bond, I spoke to Mr. 
Marble about the matter and advised him to 
bring suit at once and he said that he would 
doso. A few days after, he stated to me 
that he was not ready to have suit com- 
menced on the forfeited bond and that 
there was no burry about the matter. ‘This 
was the last I ever heard of the matter until 
Mr. Kelly informed me that the case had 
been tried and lost. 

**T am satisfied now, after an examination 
ofthe papers in the case, that an appeal 
would amount to nothing except costs for 
the county, for the reason that the com- 
plaint sets up that Hood’s offense was a 
misdemeanor, and the stipulations entered 
into with the attorney for the defendants 
clinched that proposition. This, too, not- 
withstanding the fact that at this same 
time Rose had been convicted of felony on 
the same information that was pending 
against Hood, they having been jointly in- 
formed against.” 

MB. MARBLE EXPLAINS 

Deputy District Attorney B. M. Marble 
was pext sworn and asked te relate what 
he knew about the case. He. stated that 
Mr. Hardesty and himself had drawn the 
original complaint against Kose, Hood and 
White under section 182 of the Penal Code. 
At the time the complaint was drawn 
nothing was said concerning the misde- 
-meanor being merged in the felony. Mr. 
Marble said that he had nothing further to 
do with the criminal proceedings. He 
stated that Mr. Hood was surrendered to 
the Sheriff by his bondsmen, Weber and 
Kose, and told of the giving of the straw 
bond and Mr. Hood’s second release. ‘I'he 
oe that the case had been set for trial 
was referred to by Mr. Marble, and 
also the fact that =.no.. order for 
Hood’s appearance at the trial had been 
made. Afterthe bond was forfeited, Mr. 
Marble stated thathe bad drawn thé civil 
complaint. Before it was tiled it was shown 
to Mr. Hardesty; that when the trial of the 
civil case came up there was no dispute 
about the factsinthe complaint or about 
the fact of the action taken by Judge 
Clark, or of noorder having been issued 
for Hood to appear atthe criminal trial. 
Tosave time and expense to prove the ad- 
mitted facts, they were embodied in a stipu- 
lation upon which the court rendered a 
udgment for the defendant. At the time

JUDGE SILENT GIVES AN OPINION. 

Judge Charlies Silent was then called 
not swora, He substantially gave to 
board the following opipion concerning the 
mater in hand. 

“] have examined the papers case 
ot the People against C. F. Weber and 
Frank E. Rose, ard also the papers in the 
criminal case in which the undertaking 
sued on was given, I am clearly of the 
opinion that an appeal in the civil case 
would result in no good. The judgment of 
the lower court bok tea be. affirmed for the 
reason that the action on the bond was pre- 
maturely brought, in that it appears that 
the criminal case in which the undertaking 
was given is stated inthe civil action to 
have been a misdemeanor, which fact 
was by stipulation admitted be 
true. The findings show that 
the bond sued on was forfvited because the 
defendant in the criminal case was not 
present at the trial of that case. | 

‘The Supreme Court of the State has de- 
cided that in a misdemeanor the defendant 
need not be present at the trial and his 
sureties cannot be made liable by sucha 
forfeiture. 

“It appears from the criminal complatat 
that the offense therein charged is probably 
a felony, and that if the civil case had 
either set forth in fullthe criminal com- 
plaint upon which the bond was given or 
had described it as a felony, then what oc- 
curred at thetrial of the criminal case 
would have amounted to.a forfeiture and 
the county would then have been entitled 
to recover. : 

Notwithstanding these mistak the 
county has not lost its rights. It still has 
a clear right of action in either case upon 
that bond, when proper steps are taken and 
the proper action filed. , 

“The present judgment against the 
county cannot be ae eprcin in bar to another 
action, if the criminal complaint be held to 
charge a misdemeanor because the judg- 
ment went against the county on the 
ground that if amisdemeanor the action 
was premature, in that no forfeiture had 


eccurred, 

“It would be like bringing a suit on a 
promissory note before maturity. if the. 
criminal complaint be held to charge a 
felony, then the record of this judgment, 
which is as for a misdemeanor, would not 
be a bar to a recovery based upon a felony. 

“The present agitation seems certainly to 
have resulted in good to the county, in that 
it has closed the rights of the county and 
that the opportunity to recover on the bond 
is stillopen notwitbstandipng the former ac- 


tion.” 
EXECUTIVE SESSION. 

The-boagsd then went into executive ses- 
sion for the reason that they desired Judge 
Silent to explain what procedure yet seemed 
to be necessary in order to sat the rights of 
the county in motion. It was deemed ad- 
visable that those matters should not be 
made public, and for this reason outsiders 
were excluded. After a brief session the 
doors were again opened and it was an- 
— that it had been decided to take no 
appeal. 

owever, proceedings will, after the legal 
formulas have been complied with, be insti- 
tuted to protect the rights of the county on 
the first bond. 


THE BOND MISSING. 
A reporter for Timers yesterday 
asked Deputy District Attorney Hardesty 
for permission to see this much-talked-of 


bond, signed by C. F. Weber and Frank E. 


Kose as sureties for William Hood. 

Much to the surprise of the reporter, Mr. 
Hardesty stated that while he would be 
most happy tocomply with the reasonable 
request, it was beyond his power to do so.

If your shipis witht ove league of the 
territory of: Guateniale and you have on 
board Barrundia, it Wecomes your duty un- 
der the law of the nation, to deliver him to 
the authorities of Guatemala upon their de- 
mands, allegations having been made to 
this office that Barrundia is hostile to, and 
an enemy to, this republic. Guarantees 
have been made to me by this government 
that his life ehall not be in danger, or any 
punishment inflicted upon bim for other 
than the causes charged. 

In an allusion to Barrundia’s per- 
sonal safety Mizner says that it was, at 
his request, promised the night before 
by the President. Subsequently he re- 
ceived a telegram from Commander 
Reiter, of the navy; acknowledging 
Guatemala’s right over the steamer 
und requesting the minister to obtain 
permission from thé Government to 
return Barrundia to Mexico in the 
Thetis. The Minister of Foreign Re- 
lations positively declined to accede to 
this request. All’ ‘of the circum- 
stances and trupdia’s well-known 


he thereupon,‘fm response toa request 
for written, anti? not legraphic orders, 
wrote Captain’Pitts a letter advising 
him to submit to the’ arrest of his pas- 
senger. The’ following day Com- 
mander Reiter telegraphed Barrundia’s 
death while resisting arrest. . 

Under date of September 23, in.a let- 
ter to Secretary Blaine, Mizner justi- 
fies bis course and says that on the 18th 
he called on the Minister of Foreign 
Relations’ for an explanation of the 
affair, In the interview the Min- 
ister stated with “emphasis that 
his government had given pos- 
itive orders to take Barrundia from 
the Acapulco, even to sinking the ship, 
notwithstanding it might be involved 
in. @ conflict with our two war vessels. 
This, he said, would have been in the 
exercise of the undoubted right of his 
government over its own waters, in 
which he was confident the laws of the 
nations would have sustained him. 

Mizner says that he had never heard 
these orders before. “He then gives 
the decision of Secretar¢'Bayard in the 
Gomez Mexican’ case if Support of his 
action, and concludes: 7 

I confidently add that nothing will tend 
so much to the establishment of permanent 
peace in these republics as the plain decla- 
ration that our fleet of steamers cannot be 
used in local waters as an asylum for reyo- 
lutionists., 

The correspondence closes with a 
letter from Secretary Biaine to Miz- 
ner, dated November 18, in which he 
reviews the case at length and says: 

The more the question, is examined in 
the light of important facts tardily dis- 
closed, the deeper becomes the regret that 
you so far exceeded your legitimate author- 
-ity as to sign a paper which, in the hands 
of ofhcers of Guatemala, ‘beeame their war- 
rant ror the capture of Barrundia.

Offers as an d¢xcuse, Secretary Blaine 
fails to any’ stipport'-of Mizner’s 
action. He says!’ 


I am aware that it'may be“said that after 
all you merely SAvie@ tHe captain of his 
duty, but the eaptat? pot merely seek 
advice. Io his telegram ‘ Champerico 
he says that on bis arrival.at San José he 
will place himself under.the orders of the 
American Minister. He again telegraphed 
to you later frou) Champerico that he was 
awaiting your instructions, and at San 
José he expected your written orders. In 
his last telegram to you, dispatched 
from San José, arriving at 
that port on the evening of August 27, he 
categorically inquires: “Shall I deliver 
Gen. Barrundia to the authorities here. If 
80 please send me aletter with your signa- 
ture to that effect.” ‘There is not here the 
slightest suggestion that Capt. Pitts pro- 
posed to act otherwise than on your order 
and your responsibility. 

It was under these circumstances you 
wrote the letter which became, in the hands 
of Guatemala officers, a pretext for the at- 
tempted seizure of Barrundia. 


The Secretary further says: 


Through your action the naval force of 
the United States in those waters thus be- 
came an acquiescent’ spectator to the event, 
althouga a merchant vessel of the United 
States was then lying under the muzzle of 
guns manoed by men who, as you state, you 
bad every reason tu believe, were prepared 
to resort to any act of violence,even as Sefior 
Anguino has since declared to you, to sink- 
ing the ship, notwithstanding that it might 
involve a conflict with our two vesseis then 
and there present. 1 am not disposed 
to pay undue regard to these post-facto 
threats which are now reported to the de- 
partinent. I prefer to think that by the ex- 
travaganee of his langurge, uncontrolled by 
the actual presence of -~ problem which 
he was permitted to solys 60 much to bis 
satisfaction, Anguino has done injustice to 
his own sease of human Ly.

Special Agent Tingle’s -Report on 
the Administration of Cus~< 
toms Duties—Underval- 
uation of Imports.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—[{By the As- 
sociated Press] Supervising Special 
Agent Tingie’s annual report says: 
While in atterdance on the conference of 
consuls general of the United States in 
Europe, called to consider the practical 
working of the customs administrative law, 
I was strongly impressed withthe wisdom 
and necessity of the stringent enforcement 
of the act. ad further proof been needed, 
it would have been .found in_ the publica- 
tions in the European press, admitting that 
invoices were systematically and intention- 
ally undervalued, and  deploring the 
fact that under the new provisions of 
the law these evasions could no longer be 
safely continued. It hasalso been brought 
prominently to my potice that while citi- 
zens of these countries were enjoying large 
profits upon their deceptive and illicit im- 
portations into the United States, American 
products were unreasonably and invidi- 
ously pros¢eribed ny made to feel the rigor

past six years has been smuggled. He 
continues: 

It is believed that an internal revenue 
tax of not more than $5 per pound on the 
prepared article (crude opium to be ad- 
mitted free) and a corresponding duty 
upon smoking opium imported wouid 
practically put an end to smuggling. 


THE RAIN IS OVER. 


Clear and Frosty Weather Follows 
the Storm. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 5.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Rain continued at 
intervals till noon today, when it be- 
gan to clear up, and tonight it is clear 
and cold. The rainfall for the storm 
throughout the valley has exceeded 
twoinches.

National Secretaay Turner submit- 
ted his annual report. During the 
past year 1069 new charters were issued 
to sub-alliances.as follows: West Vir- 
ginia 252, Colorado- 152, Indiana: 132, 
Michigan 106, Virginia 90, Illinois 87, 
South Carolina 83, Ohio 61, Pennsyl- 
vania 59, New Jersey 20, Minnesota 5, 
Iowa 5, Oregon 1, Oklahoma 1.

Col.. Livingstone of Georgia, from 
the Committee on Organization, made 
areport to furnish a basis for an ulti- 
mate union between the National 
Farmers’ Alliance and the Industrial 
Union and Farmers’ Mutual Benefit 
association, Under this plan, the ben- 
efit. association will. still maintain its 

parate organization, but will. be en- 
titled to-re esentation in the national 
Alliance Council, and the Executive 
Committee of each organization will 
meét hereafter and arrange the details 
of the union. The report was adopted. 

Dr. McCune, chairman of the Na- 
tional Executive Committee, sub- 
mitted his annual report. It 
referred at length to the Sub- 
Treasury Bill drawn and presented 
to Congress. The committee’s mission 
in this respect is virtually ended, be- 
cause the Alliance had elected several 
congressmen who would look after 
pushing the bill through the National 
Legislature. In a short time, he said, 
Congress will pass the bill, if not will- 
ingly, then by compromise. The report 
recommended a_ reduction of the 
salary of all National Alliance 
officers and the removal from 
Washington of the president’s office, in- 
asmncb as the retention of it there en- 
tails an expense not commensurate 
with its usefulness. 

At the conclusion of the report Dr. 
McCune addressed the convention 
upon the policy of the Alliance, es- 
pecially with reference to its position 
upon leading public measures and its 
attitude toward the Democrats and 
Republicans in future political con- 
tests. 

After adjournment he gave the As- 
sociated Press the following synopsis 
of his utterances to the association on 
the third-party question: 

1 told the dolegates that the people in the 
Southern States were not prepared to em- 
bark in the third-party movement; that in 
this emergency there was great necessity 
for conservatism and caution. I recom- 
mended, as a compromise, that it would 
carry the end sought to be achieved by the 
West and North, and meet with the appro- 
bation of the South, that if a convention be 
called for February, 1892, to be composed of 
delegates from all associations of pro- 
ducers, and that the next annual session 
of the Supreme Council elect dele- 
gates to represent this order in that 
convention. This would not commit the 
peop!e, but provide means whereby they 
could express themselves on the question 
through their county and State organiza- 
tion during the coming year.

a cordial reception. He discussed the 
whole position of the Liberals, the 
present political situation and the 
probable effect of Parnell’s retention 
of the Irish leadershipon the Liberal 
party. Morley was present at the con- 

. ference, and when it was over he re- 
maided in consultation with Glad- 
stone. Subsequently he told reporters 
that Gladstone did not intend to pub- 


lish anything regarding the meeting. 
The delegates were also reiuctant to 


give particulars of the interview, which | 


they regardéd as strictly confidential. 

The colleagues of the Liberal leader 
were not present at the meeting. 
Their attendance was considered un- 
necessary, Giadstone having consulted 
them prior to the interview. Glad- 
stone at the meeting with the delegates 
in no way pledged himself, nor did he 
use language importing that he was 
able himself to define the course that 
the Liberal party would adopt in the 
position in which it was placed. 

The conference with the Irish com- 
mittee lasted an hour, and upon its 
conclusion the delegates returned to 
the room in the House of Commons in 
which the proceedings of the Nation- 
alists were being held. Assurances 
were given by Gladstone to the dele- 
gates which fully satisfy the majority 
of the Nationalists that he will makea 
genuine attempt to deal with the con- 
stabulary and land questions to the 
satisfaction of the Irish people.

208, 266 to 271 and 385, and the report 
of i890, pages 53 to 555. © 

It may be well ior me, however, to 
speak briefly of the actors that have 
brought about such wonderful results. 
The Australian beetle, **Vedalia Car- 
dinalis,’? was classitied and named 
many years «go by Mulsant. The 
function of this beetle was discovered 
by. Albert Kvebele. While it was 
known in Australia that parasite 
was destroyjng; the white scale, its dis- 
appearance was,attributed to an en- 
tirely different insect. So that to 
Albert Koebele. alone isydue the honor 
of discovery. His name will live in 
this connection as long as our civiliza- 
tion exists. 

Let us consider that, although for 
more than ten years our most experi- 
enced, most intelligent and most de- 
termined citrus-growers were fighting 
the white scale, communities quaran- 
tining against It, it was gradually in- 
creasing and spreading so that devas- 
tation appeared certain, all our efforts 
bafiled, our hopes on the verge of de- 
spair and ourselves ready to bow to the 
enevitable admit that we 
were powerless in the hands of 
this insect, when a few of these 
little ladybirds plaged in our orchards, 
with their marvelous work, silent and 
unseen, in a few, short. months com- 
pleted the ,extesmination. Do we 
realize it? Can) we, eomprebend the 
wisdom of such a provision in nature? 
Has this lésson been seriously im- 
pressed upon our minds? A _ sbort 
period since, this pest engaged tne at- 
tention of fruit-growers more than any 
other one thing. Today we have for- 
gotten it, and not a thought is given to 
what was the most alarming enemy of 
the fruit-grower. Will we eee by this 
experience? Ifso, we will have with- 


for parasites to destroy all the insect 
pests that disturb our fruit and fruit 
trees,

Why Poultry Runs Out. 

[Exchange] [ 

First crosses with almost any stand- 
ard breed of fowl are pretty sure to 
produce good results. Lhe man who 
makes the cross knows the character- 
istics he wishes to breed to; and -the 
cross generally secures them. But 
these grade fowls, though often valua- 
ble for egg producing, are utterly un- 
reliable for breeding. Their progeny. 
are not grades but mongrels. Chang- 
ing the malesina flock is often ad- 
vised; but if the new stock are 
mongrels there will be little 
advantage from this. The flocks 
on farms all over the country are 
largely of this mongrel stock, 


so many have poor success.with poul- 
try. Forty or fifty years ago the com- 
mon dunghill 
intermixed, had been inbred long 
enough so that if had become aimost 
an established breed. Few, if any, of 
these old-fashioned fowls are now left 
anywhere. As aconsequonce the in- 
troduction of new blood in every flock 
not absolutely pure-bred is a necessity 
every two or three years, and in every 
case males of pure blood, and so far 
as possible of the predominant strain 
of the flock, should be introduced for 
crossing.
